REV. 
MII.TON* H. 
SASGKEE, retired 


Reformed minister and one of the 
best known ministers of the gospel in 
central Pennsylvania and throughout 
the Reformed conference, died at his 
home in Harrisburg at an early hour 
last Wednesday morning, 
aged 79 


years. Death was due to angina pec 
toris. The Rev. Mr. Sangree had been 
ill ever since the explosion at hie 
home about a year ago, but recuperat- 
ed at intervals, and as late as Tues- 
day afternoon of last week sat on the 
porch and conversed with his eon Al- 
len. 


Besides the widow the surviving 


children are the Rev. H. H. Sangree, 
Philadelphia; Mrs. Francis Fahrney 
and Miss Margaret Sangree. Harris- 
burg; Dr. Chalmers Sangree. New 
York; Mrs. Hope Kauffman of Steel- 
ton; Allen Sangree, a well-known 
writer, New York, who has been at 
home for some weeks, and George H. 
Sangree, of Harrisbiirg. 


The funeral was on Friday after- 


noon, interment being made in Pax- 
tang Cemetery. Harrisburg. 


The Rev. Milton II. Sangree's death | 


was peaceful. His last words were to 
members ot" his family about 2 a. m. 
At that hour he called and asked for 
stimulants, complaining about a pain 
about his heart. At 6 o'clock Airs. 
Sangree found him asleep in death. 
The attending physician. Dr. Hetrick, 
said death had occurred about one 
hour previous. Thus ended the life 
of one of the most genial, large-heart- 
ed, 
spiritually-minded 
and 
lovable 


men in the ministry of the church, 
whose smiling countenance will be 
missed by many hundred friends and 
church folk. 


The Rev. Milton H. Sangree was 


born in Washington 
county, Mary- 


land, Xovember 7. 1832. and was the 
son of the late Abraham B. and Mar- 
garet (Tritle) Sangree. His grand 
parents came from Switzerland and 
are supposed to have been descend- 
ants of French Protestant 
refugees. 


His 
grandfather, 
Michael 
Sangree, 


was married about 1790 in York coun- 
ty. Pa., to Miss Elizabeth Burkholder. 
They had nine children. 
- Milton, H. Sangree attended 
the 


public schools in Huntingdon county, 
where the Saugree farm was well 
known for many years. Later he en- 
tered the- Tuscarora Academy for a 
short time, subsequently becoming a 
teacher in the public schools of Hunt- 
ingdon county, and continued in this 
service for eleven years, during which 
time he also traveled as far west as 
Topeka, Kan., and resided in Missiuri 
for a short time. On his return from 
the West Mr. Saitgree enlisted, in 
February. 1865, in Company K. Sev- 
enty-eighth Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
and was promoted to second lieuten- 
ant and served in Tennessee, and was 
discharged in 
September 
1865. He 


did not take part in any battle, but 
was detailed for post duty at Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 
Later he was superin- 


tendent of oil interests in Vcnango 
county, Pa. 


Esteeming it a duty and a privilege 


to become a minister, Mr. Sangree 
pursued a thorough course of study at 
Mercersburg for three years. This 
course was completed in 1871, when 
he was ordained to the office of the 
holy ministry. He was financial agent 
of Mercer college one year and was 
then called to be pastor of the Re- 
formed Church at Bloody Run, now 
Everett. Pa., which was a missionary 
field of large extent. 
Here he re- 


mained for seven years and accom- 
plished valuable results in gathering 
the people and organizing the work. 
His next charge was at the Water 
Street Church, Huntingdon, in 1879. 
which he held for five years, and in 
1884 went to Arendtsville, this county. 


In 18S9 the Rev. Mr. Sangree went 


to Steelton where he found a wide 
and important field for mission work, 
and wnere he was successful in build- 
ing up a large and flourishing con- 
gregation and erecting a handsome 
church. 
After four and a half years 


of work in Steelton the Rev. Mr. San- 
gree was sent to Harrisburg where ho 
succeeded in establishing the Fourth 
Reformed Church, at Sixteenth and 
Market streets, and later through hi?' 
efforts 
succeeding 
in 
erecting 
a 


church. After a successful pastorate 
of thirteen years he resigned for no 
other reason that that he was per- 
suaded in his own mind that a young i 
man could do better work than he in 
a field so completely missionary in its 
character. 


Through urgent requests the Rev. 


Mr. Sangree became pastor ot the Sa- 
biUasville charge and resided at High- 
field, Md.. a beautiful little town on 
the picturesque side of South Moun- 
tain. This charge receives 
support 


from Maryland Classis, which he re- 
signed some time ago on account of 
his healih. 


J. C. LEXIIAP.T. a native of Bermu- 


dian. this county, died in Manila, P. 
L, August 21. Mr. Lenhart had been 
in the far East ever since the Spanish- 
American War and was interested in 
a large hemp plantation there. He 
wss found dead and an autopsy re- 
vealed the cause as dystentery. Mr.

Renewing a Peach Orchard. 


A leading fruit grower in Allegheny 


county has requested from Prof. H. A. 
Surface, Economic Zoologist of the 
State Department of Agriculture, to 
outline a course of treatment for his 
peach orchard, consisting of old trees 
that have borne live or six heavy 
crops in succession. There are a great 
many peach trees of this description 
in the State, and the reply of Profes- 
sor Surface to uns correspondent may 
be found to contain valuable hints for 
the treatment of all such trees,.also 
on the selection of varieties. The re- 
ply follows: 


"I 
really 
would 
not 
recommend 


much cultivating (luring the open win- 
ter, for the reason that it is liable to 
result in the washing away of soil fer- 
tiiit.\ that is thus loosened up. I much 
prefer to sow rye as a rover crop now 
immediately, doing only that cultiva- 
tion that is necessary for sowing the 
rye. and early next spring turn it 
down and keep the orchard cultivated 
with a spike harrow until midsummer 
or shortly after, and then sow crim- 
son clover, always keeping a cover 
crop on the ground during the winter 
time, instead of loosening it up by 
cultivation, if I had my choice now 
between cultivating an orchard at this 
time of year, or letting the ground re- 
main without a cover crop. 1 should 
certainly prefer the latter, but I 
should start the cultivation just as 
early as it is dry enough in the spring. 
The pruning of the trees can com- 
mence any time after the leaves are 
off. and continue through the winter 
and spring. 


f believe your experience is that of 


every peach grower to the effect that 
certain varieties are better adapted to 
your region than others, but each one 
must work it out for himself, a grow- 
er near me finds Chair's Choice one of 
his best, and Reeve's Favorite also 
productive, while in your case I note 
that this is not the case. Klberta is. 
of course, alwa^ a standard. 
If I 


were you 1 should wish to plant for a 
fairly close succession of varieties.

Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated 
district, .except as herein provided,, 
shall never exceed seven per centtfan 
upon the assessed value of the taxa 
ble property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur any 
new debt, or increase its indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen- 
tum upon such assessed valuationof 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of sucti 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred 
by the city and county of Philadel- 
phia for the construction and develop-, 
ment of subways for transit purposes.

A JOINT RESOLUTION. 


Proposing an amendment to the Con- 


stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, so as to consolidate 
The courts of common pleas of Alle- 
gheny County. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ate and House ot" Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania be, and the same is 
hereby, proposed, in accordance with 
the eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section six of article five be 


amended, by striking out the said sec- 
tion, and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 


Section 6. In the county of Phila- 


delphia all the jurisdiction and pow- 
ers now vested in the district courts 
and courts of common pleas, subject 
to su«:h changes as m&y be made by 
this Constitution or by law, shall be 
in Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate 
jurisdiction, 
composed 
of 


three judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court of common 
pleas number one, number two, num- 
ber three, number four, and number 
five, but the number of said courts 
may be by law increased, from time 
to time, and shall be in like manner 
designated 
by successive 
numbers 


The number of judges in any of sale 
ccurts, or in any county where the es 
tablishment of an additional court 
ni ay be authorized by law, may ba in 
creased, from time to time, and when 
ever such increase shall amount in 
the whole to three, such three judges 
shall compose a distinct and separate 
court as aforesaid, which shall be 
numbered as aforesaid. In Philadel- 
phia all suits shall be instituted in the 
said courts of common pleas without 
designating the number of the said 
court, and the several courts shall dis- 
tribute and apportion the business 
among them in such manner as shall 
be provided by rules of court, and 
each court, to which any suit shall be 
thus assigned, shall have 
exclusive 


jurisdiction thereof, subject to change 
of venue, as shall be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the 


jurisdiction and powers now vested in 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers shall ex- 
tend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institut- 
ed in the several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject 
to change of venue as provided by 
law. The president judge of said 
court shall be selected as provided by 
law. The number of judges in said 
court may be by law increased from 
time to time. This amendment shall 
tafce effect on the first day of January 
succeeding its adoption.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION NO 1. 


SHALL SECTION EIGHT OF ARTICLE NINEOFTHE CONSTITUTION BE AMENDED SO AS TO READ AS FOLLOWS? 


Section 8. The debt of any countv, city, borough, township, school district, or other municipality or incorporated district, except as herein provided, shall never 


exceed seven per centum upon the assessed value of the taxable property therein, nor shall any such municipality or district incur any new debt, or increase its in- 
debtedness to an amount exceeding two per centum upon such assessed valuation of property, without ihe assent of the electors thereof at a public election in such 
manner as shall be provided by law; but any city, the debt of winch now exceeds seven per a-ntum of such assessed valuation, may be authorized by law to increase 
the same three per centum, in the aggregate, at'any one time, upon such valuation, except that any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by the city and county of Phila- 
delphia for the construction and development of subways for tiansit purposes, or for the cousfuetion of wharves and docks, or the reclamation of land to be used in 
the construction of a system of wharves and docks, as public improvements, owned or to be owned by said city and county oC Philadelphia, and which shall yield to 
the city and county of Philadelphia current net revenue in excess of the interest on said debt or debts and of the annual installments necessary for the cancellation of 
said debt or debts, may be excluded in ascertaining the power of the city and county of Philadelphia to become otherwise indebted: Provided. That a sinking fund for 
their cancellation shall be established and maintained.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION NO. 2. 


SHALL SECTION SIX OF ARTICLE FIVE OF THE CONSTITUTION BE AMENDED SO AS TO READ AS FOLLOWS? 


Section 6. In the county of Philadelphia all the jurisdiction and powers now vested in the district courts and courts of common pleas, subject to such changes as 


may be made by this Constitution or by law, shall be in Philadelphia vested in five distinct and separate courts of equal and co-ordinate jurisdiction, composed of three 
judges each. The said courts in Philadelphia shall be designated respectively as the court ot common pleas number one. number two. number three, number four, and 
number five but the number of said courts may be by law increased, from time to time, and shall be in like manner designated by successive numbers. 
The number 


of judges in any of said courts, or in any county where the establishment of an additional court may be authorized by law, may be increased, from time to time, and 
-whenever such increase shajl amount in the whole to th'ree, such three judges shall compose a distinct and separate court as aforesaid, which shall be numbered as 
aforesaid. In Philadelphia all suits shall be instituted in the said courts of common pleas without designating the number of the said court, and the several courts 
shall distribute and apportion the business among them in smh manner as shall be provided by rules of court, and each court, to which any suit shall be thus as- 
signed shall have exclusive jurisdiction thereof, subject to change of venue, as shall be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the jurisdiction and power.-, now vested in the several numbered courts of common pleas shall be vested in one court of common 


Titeas composed of all the judges in commission in said courts. Such jurisdiction and powers shall extend to all proceedings at law and in equity which shall have 
been instituted in the several numbered courts, and shall be subject to such chances as may be made by law. and subject to change of venue as provided by law. The 
president judee of said court shall be selected as provided by law. The number of judges in said court may be by law increased from time to time. This amendment 
shall take effect on the first day of January succeeding its adoption.
